Five Rules: 

Neither the books the librarian nor the reader make a library. 
When all three come together it becomes a library. The librarian is a 
powerful figure in it. He creates a link between the texts and the readers. 
A librarian should be familiar with books and readers. His readership 
will only grow if he approaches with compassion care knowledge. It is 
the librarian who enlightens the society through books. There is no denying 
that books are the major changes in people’s minds. The writings of 
Gandhi, Karl Marx, Rousseau, Voltaire brought great revolutions in the 
society. Some books have led to research and consequent great 
discoveries. Keeping these in mind the smooth running of libraries is a 
must. Dr. SR Ranganathan formulated five rules. 

1. To use books 

2. A book for every reader 

3. Reader for each book 

4. Saving the reader’s time 

5. Library is a developing system 
First rule: Books are for use 

Books are bought in libraries for the public to read. There is no 
point in buying and collecting large collections of rare books if people 
don’t use them. A librarian should not buy and stock expensive books 
that readers do not understand. Buy only those books which stimulate 
the natural desire of the readers which they find pleasure in reading. 
Only then will readers use the book. 

Tend to practice this first rule. SR Ranganathan attached the 
following features to it. 

1. The library should be close to those who use it. 
2. Should run onall days of the year at a time convenient for most 
readers. 
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3. Seats should be comfortable and functional. 


4. The walls and floors in the library building should be soundproof, 
ventilated, safe from termites and theft, with adequate lighting, 
water, and toilet facilities, and decorated with paintings and 
decorations that reflect natural beauty. 


5. Library staffshould be competent, service minded, non-irritating, 
responsible. 


Second rule: A book for every reader 


Dr. SR Ranganathan’s second rule is ‘A book for every reader’. 
The first rule replaced the principle of preservation of books with the 
principle of ‘use’. The second clause modified the ‘Books for a Few’. 


As no one should be deprived of the right to get the book due to 
the following aspects, the above second rule is applicable. 
SR Ranganathan probably brought it. 


1. Reader’s occupation or income 

2. Male or female 

3. Where he lives 

4. Abnormality or abnormality 

5. One who travels or lives in one place 
6. Age (Older or Younger) 


The practice of providing books in libraries has been based on 
the above aspects. As a result, it is not possible to get books for all those 
who are interested in reading. It has to be assumed that he has brought 
this second rule with the thought of changing tt. 


Rule Three: For every book there is a reader 


Dr. SR Ranganathan’s third rule, ‘A reader for every book’, 
reiterated that books are not meant to be bought and shelved for the 
reader. It is the librarian’s duty to introduce the book to the reader. New 
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books should be brought to the reader’s attention. Similarly, the books 


which are not used much should be explained and the interest to read the 
book should be stimulated. 


1. Books should be placed on open shelves or shelves for direct 
access and use by readers. 

2. Arrange books on shelves by subject and keep new arrivals in 
view. 

3. The bibliography should be easy to understand and satisfy 
everyone. 

4. Announcements and advertisements about library and books 
should be made in press, radio and other media. 

5. To attract and enlarge readership through book related lectures, 
exhibitions, reading clubs film etc. 

Rule Four: Protect the Reader’s Time 


Dr. S.R. Ranganathan’s fourth rule is to ‘protect the reader’s 
time’. The librarian’s service is essential to save the readers’ time. The 
librarian should act quickly and help the reader to get the book he wants. 
Listen to the reader’s interest and guide them properly. So the librarian 
needs to have patience , ability to handle the reader with finesse, agility, 
finesse, approach with face. So for this some steps should be followed. 


1. Go straight and pick up the book method 

2. Appropriate bookshelf organization 

3. Book guide texts 

4, Well-designed schedule 

5. Bibliographic texts 

6. Setting up a library at a convenient location 
Fifth Rule: The library is a developing system 


Dr. SR Ranganathan’s fifth law is ‘Library is a developing system’. 
This rule emphasizes a slightly different concept from the other four rules. 
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1. The number of books should be equal to the number of readers. 
2. The number of library staff should also be increased. 


3. The library building should have its initial building structure at the 
level of future expansion. 


4. The foundation ofthe library building should be strong and of 
good quality for expansion and construction of additional floors. 


CONCLUSION: 


The father of librarianship in India has condensed the librarian 
service into five basic rules on the basis that the library should function in 
a way that is useful to all the readers who visit the library. It would not be 
an exaggeration to say SR Ranganathan. 


It would not be an exaggeration to say that the library is a temple 
of knowledge as it is a place for the search of knowledge for the readers, 
students and teachers of all walks of life to enhance their quality of life.

This ability helps 
to ensure writing words correctly as students learn to represent letter forms 
inmemory as wellas the strategies for their automatic retrieval from memory. 

Students who read effortlessly over time enjoy successful wide-reading 
experiences. Asa result, they are at an advantage for being exposed to 
learning more words and growing their vocabulary. This word exposure 
not only enhances their reading comprehension but also creates better 
spellers. In addition, children who develop good understanding of what 
they read may display a greater interest in writing. They become aware of 
the word relationships in a variety of sentence patterns and how authors 
structure text along with the rules that govern it. 


WRITING : 


When looking at the relationship between reading and writing, 
writing is the act of scribing words and sentences on paper. Therefore, 
it is necessary to have facts and experiences to share. Prior to writing 
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both at the sentence and paragraph levels, the writer needs to consider 
the topic and summon background knowledge and ideas in support of 
that topic. Following that, students should exhibit a clear understanding 
of sentence structure as well as the rules for correct grammar.

Writing, 
which incorporates word recognition and reading comprehension, places 
the greatest demand on verbal working memory and relies on the skills 
that follow: 


e mechanics: handwriting 

e phonology: speech sounds that make up words 
(e.g., bit = “b’+7i"+"t”) 

e semantics: word meanings and concepts 


e morphology: meaningful parts of words (roots, affixes, and 
inflections such as -ed verb endings that indicate past action) 


e syntax: rules for the order of words in sentences (simple to 
complex) and grammar rules 


e discourse: narrative structure versus expository structure 


In consideration of the relationship between reading and writing, 
even more than reading, writing depends on the mastery of the most 
basic skills such as spelling and hand- writing. 


Through direct and explicit instruction, teachers need to 
systematically teach a hierarchy of formal spelling rules that transition 
from short and long vowel patterns to irregular word spelling. Without 
this instruction, writers who struggle with spelling may lose track of their 
thoughts as they try to spell a specific word used in context or process 
sound-symbol relationships (phonology and morphology). In addition, 
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it is important and necessary for students to receive handwriting 
instruction. The development of legible handwriting enhances spelling, 
aids writing fluency and frees mental energy for higher order cognitive 
skills, especially at the multi-sentence or paragraph level. 


Inclosing this article on the relationship between reading and writing, 
the underlying cognitive abilities, attention, verbal working memory, 
executive functioning and processing speed are critical in their support 
of learning to read and write and need to be considered as linguistic 
skills are taught. Although it appears plausible that the features of reading 
and writing are the same, it is evident that they are not totally equal. 
What is most important to remember is that the automatization of reading 
and writing skills is essential. Students benefit most when instruction is 
direct and explicit, and sufficient review and practice are provided..

Public Libraries:

education, be a centre of culture and also be an impartial service agency. 
A very important function ofa public library is to work as a centre for 
self-education. The public library acts as a centre for information for the 
public. As per UNESCO’S manifesto the role ofa public library is to 
disseminate information about the rural communities to mitigate the 
hardships of poverty by disseminating employment information, skill 
development or in generating self- employment. 


As per UNESCO’S manifesto the role ofa public library is to 
disseminate information about the developmental activities like 
construction of canals, dams and approach roads, digging water, 
construction of houses for weaker sections, establishment of cottage 
and village industries, etc., goes a long way in improving the economic 
conditions of the rural population.

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Libraries in Ancient India: 


The library doesn’t appear today or yesterday. When 
civilization appeared in the country, the library appeared. Libraries are 
society’s repositories of knowledge, centers where people continue to 
learn throughout their lives. Ifyou want to know about the culture and 
civilization ofa country, you can read the books of that country. 


In the ancient times, learning and teaching were well done. 
Vedas, Upanishads, Sutras, Puranas etc. are mines of knowledge. In 
ancient times, sages and Buddhist monks have given people the ethics of 
life. 

Basically, religious principles and philosophies were taught 
orally. It was a time, when writing and typography were not developed. 
So all the works (literature) in ancient times were related to oral 
information. 


After that, there were more living manuscripts than written 
manuscripts during the Buddha’s time. During the reign of King Ashoka 
in 300 BC, important information was carved into stone pillars in written 
form. This is the first open space library in India. 


Many scholars including Chinese Buddhist travelers Hiuen Tsang 
and J-taing toured India from the fourth to the seventh century. Their aim 
was to buy official Buddhist texts from Buddhist monasteries. 


From this, we can know that there were libraries in Buddhist 
monasteries and universities at that time. And during that time, libraries 
were established in royal palaces as well. Evidence of this is Harsha 
Vardhana’s palace library. 


Among the ancient universities, Nalanda University and Taxila 
University were the most prestigious institutions of higher learning. 
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Nalanda University had a huge library. Hundreds of teachers 
and thousands of students used this library. That library had books, not 
only on Buddhism but also on art and science. 


A Chinese traveler named I-chuang (I-tsing) stayed at Nalanda 
University for 10 years and copied 400 Sanskrit texts. Most of them are 
religious texts. It is noteworthy that the total pages of those books are 5 
lakhs. 


The University of Nalanda flourished till the twelfth century. There 
was an institution of higher learning called Taxia near Rawalpindi (now in 
Pakistan). The institution had an excellent library. It is noteworthy that, 
this library excelled for a thousand years till the fifth century. The library 
contained Vedic books, philosophical books and Buddhist books. 


In ancient times there were libraries in higher educational 
institutions, in places like Vikramasala and Vedantapuri. The Buddhist 
monastery at Vikramasala was built in AD. Started in 810 AD. Scholars 
from far away copied and translated the books in this monastery. 


Panini, a Sanskrit scholar, devised a system of classification of 
books. Users can view the books by dividing the books either by format 
or by subject. 


In those days, threads were made from palm leaf, silk, silver and 
copper plates, wood, leather, metal, stone etc. 


Development of Libraries in India: 


The Indian public library movement has a long history. Various 
organizations and movements have strived at different times to improve 
library services in India. As a result library services in India today have 
improved somewhat. 


There were many excellent libraries in South India, especially in 
Tamil Nadu. Tanjore Saraswati Mahal Library is one of those libraries. 
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Saraswati Mahal Library was established in 1820 by King Sarabhoji of 
Thanjavur. 


The library had many excellent books in many Indian languages. 
Prints, manuscripts, and leaf prints abounded. There were many books 
in the foreign language in this library. It is noteworthy that the library 
currently has more than 44,000 fingerprints. Today the Saraswati Mahal 
Library is included as one of the institutions of national importance of the 
Central Government. 


In Chennai, the Madras Literary Society was started in 1818 by 
some individual efforts and is functioning till date. The association 
maintains an excellent library. 


On 21 March 1836, the Public Library Movement was launched 
in Calcutta. Calcutta Public Library is the library that started this 
movement. In 1891 several libraries in Calcutta were merged and named 
as Imperial Library. This library was started in 1903 by Lord Curzon. 
The library, which was used only by the British, was set up for the benefit 
of the general public. 


The Imperial Library was converted into the National Library of 
India after independence. After that the first education minister of India 
Maulana Abul Kalam Azad declared this library as the National Library 
of India. Since then till today this library is functioning as the National 
Library of India. A large library was established in Tamil Nadu like 
Calcutta National Library. That is the Connemara Library which was 
started in 1896. 


Dimensions of libraries: 


The use of communication devices and technologies in libraries 
is changing the work of libraries. This has resulted in many types of 


libraries. 
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a). Traditional libraries: 
Collections in traditional libraries are mostly print media, housed 


within a particular campus. Collections in these libraries are mostly books 
and periodicals. The information here is mostly domestic information. 


b). Hybrid library: 
An enhanced or mixed library is a library that has both print and 


electronic collections. Basically, an upgraded library is a hybrid library 
with books, periodicals and electronic downloads. 


c). Automated library: 


An automated library is like a traditional library. The only 
difference is that all the work, including lending books, is computerized. 
All other records are in paper form. 


d). Digital library (or) Electronic library: 


An e-library is a computer-accessible library that collects and 
preserves collections of books, images, documents, and information in 
digital or electronic form. Digital content can be accessed remotely 
through the internet. A digital library is an information retrieval system. 


e). Virtual library: 


Allcollections in the Virtual Library are in electronic format. Also 
the statistics will be in electronic form. There are no books or periodicals 
here in paper form. Virtual libraries are connected to each other through 
the Internet. This is why we calla virtual library a library without walls. 


Types of Libraries: 


The purpose of all libraries is to provide books and information to the 
readers. However, libraries can be divided into three main categories 
based on the users of the library. They are: 
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1. Academic Libraries 
2. Public libraries 
3. Special libraries 


Library Associations: 


Several library movements have pioneered the development of 
library services in India. Madras Library Association (MALA) was 
formed in 1928. Dr. S.R.Ranganathan took great efforts to establish this 
association. This association is still functioning well today. With an aim to 
expand library services, MALA regularly organizes educational programs, 
discussions, workshops, conferences and seminars. 


The role of the librarians in changing dimensions: 


Tamil Nadu was the first state in India to enact a Public Library 
Act. The Act was enacted due to the diligent efforts of S.R. Ranganathan. 


Not only academic libraries, but also public libraries in India are 
doing very well with good infrastructure. However, the readership and 
usage of books in libraries which are repositories of knowledge is 
decreasing day by day. Are librarians’ services not up to readers’ 
expectations? The question arises. 


Librarians working in libraries are unable to fully satisfy the 
changing needs of readers. The reason for this is that our libraries have 
not been updated with the technological developments in the world of 
libraries.
